They 
learned to fashion utensils of copper and 
devised a system of cunelform writing on 
tablets of clay. They also developed an 
art in the painting and decorating of pot- 
tery. 

This much is already known and much 
more will be disclosed as the uncovering 
goes on. The average citizen will say that 
such exploration is silly and expeiisive, but 
it becomes very fascinating and to the writ- 
ers and makers of history it roves of vast 
importance. The records and tales of the 
earliest civilizations are of rapt interest to 
the thinkers of today. N
